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Introduction 

For those American citizens who steadfastly re- 
fuse to believe that all of the American establish- 
ment news media could be controlled by the CIA and 
its friends in the White House, the current contin- 
uing support of the Warren Commission's lone assas- 
sin conclusion by virtually all of the major news 
media organizations in November, 1975, twelve years 
after the event; must be very puzzling indeed. 

Since 78% of the public believe that there was a con- 
spiracy in the case, there must perforce be a series 
of questions in the minds of the most intelligent 
of the 78% about the media's position on the sub- 
ject. / 1/ This article is intended to enlighten 
those readers fortunate enough to subscribe to "Peo- 
ple and the Pursuit of Truth”, and to once again re- 
mind them of the control exercised by the intelli- 
gence community and the White House over the 15 
organizations from whom the public gets the vast 
majority of its news and opinions. / 2/ 

15 Media Organizations Influence the Thinking 
of Most American Citizens 

June-July, 1973, Article : "Computers and Automa- 
tion” published a two-part article in June and July 
of 1973, entitled, "The American News Media and the 
Assassination of President Kennedy". / 3/ This arti- 
cle demonstrated clearly that 15 organizations are 
all that the CIA and White House would have to con- 
trol to influence the thinking of most American cit- 
izens concerning current events and American his- 
tory. The article showed how all 15 of these organ- 
izations reached decisions between 1964 and 1969 to 
totally support the findings of the Warren Commis- 
sion. It showed that even though internal teams in 
several of the organizations did research on the JFK 
assassination that convinced the team members there 
had been a conspiracy, the top managements of all 
these organizations made a policy decision to sup- 
port the Commission editorially and in writing or 
broadcasting news stories about the assassination. 

The research teams became disgusted and discour- 
aged with top management. Some resigned, some were 
fired. Some were transferred to other departments. 
Files were locked up. Reports and programs showing 
conspiracy were either destroyed or altered or bur- 
ied. Editorial pages of the newspapers, special 
long stories from the press services, and special 
programs on television and radio were arranged by 
the managements of all 15 organizations using a 
coterie of CIA lackeys and prostituted reporters and 
writers; all supporting the Warren Commission and 
denigrating the researchers or the investigators, 
especially Jim Garrison. /3/ 



The World's Greatest Democracy? 

How, one may ask, could all of this happen in the 
world's greatest democracy? What has become of the 
principles of the founding fathers, Horace Greely, 

Will Rogers and others, in which the "free" press 
is supposedly our best protection against criminal- 
ity and misused power in the three branches of gov- 
ernment. One also asks, didn't things change with 
Watergate? What about the New York Times and the 
Pentagon Papers, the Washington Post, Bernstein and 
Woodward and Watergate, NBC's white paper on Viet- 
nam, Sy Hersh and the CIA stories in the New York 
Times, etc. 

The answer is, no change on that most important 
of all subjects in America, the domestic assassina- 
tion conspiracies and more importantly, their cover- 
ups. The actions taking place in November-December , 
1975 prove that the media are still influenced and 
controlled by the same forces that controlled them 
in 1968 and 1969. Some of the names of the players 
are different, Ford for Nixon, Colby for Helms, 

Kelley for J. Edgar Hoover. But the forces are the 
same. The chairmen of the boards and presidents of 
NBC. CBS, ABC, Time, Inc., Newsweek-Washi ngton Post, 
Los Angeles Times, Chicago Tribune, DPI, AP, and the 
rest, are still very much under the control and in- 
fluence of the White House and the Secret Team. 

Some of the influence is by infiltration, as Fletcher 
Prouty has so aptly demonstrated. /4/ The Secret 
Team members are to be found everywhere at or near 
the top. Other influence comes from the Ford admin- 
istration through direct or indirect pressure. FCC, 
IRS, Department of Commerce, military and other gov- 
ernment agencies having some control over the media 
or the personal lives of the top managers. (It must 
be remembered that Gerald Ford was and is one of 
the cover-up conspirators in the JFK case.) 

What is the Evidence? 

.What is the evidence for this? One measures the 
influence by results. In an era when all who have 
really examined the basic evidence know there were 
conspiracies in the JFK and RFK assassinations, we 
still find the 15 organizations concluding there 
were lone, demented gunmen in the two cases. 

CBS : For example, CBS broadcast a two-part spec- 
ial on November 25 and 26, once again reaffirming 
their faith that Oswald did it alone. Watching the 
shows, a viewer could swear he was experiencing deja 
vu. Rightly so, because except for the substitution 
of Dan Rather as chief narrator in place of Walter 
Cronkite, the cast was the same as in the 1967 four- 
part series. Leslie Midgely was the producer, Bernie 
Birnbaum, the associate producer, Jane Bartels, his 
girl Friday. Except for a short reference to the 
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.967 programs, Eric Sevareid and Eddie Barker were 
missing.' So was Bob Richter, another 1967 associate 
producer who had discovered the truth about the con- 
spiracy and the way CBS handled it before Richter 

now manages his own film-making company. he- 

McBride, in New York. His opinion about the 1967 
CBS four-part special, as expressed in an interview 
with Jerry Policoff published in "New Times maga- 
zine in October, 1975 /5/, barred him from becoming 
a consultant to Midgely on the November 25 : 26 P r °- 
qrams. There are many news media people who do know 
the truth and are willing to express it. Richter 
is one of them. 

Hard Evidence Never Mentioned 

Time- Time, Inc. blasted away in their November 
17 “1975 issue, totally supporting the lone assas- 
sin myth as they have ever since 1964. /6/ Since 
"Life" i s no longer around, Time management used 
"Time” and "People" magazines this time around to 
further the causes of the White House and the CIA 
in the cover-up of the cover-ups of the cover-up. 

In the case of "People" magazine, the November 3, 

1975 issue /7/, hand-picked a group of researchers 
whom they could subtly portray through innuendo and 
over-emphasizing certain personal characteristics, 
as obvious nuts, who believe in and father the so- 
called conspiracy theories being bandied about. One 
of the favorite tricks of the media throughout the 
12 long years, has been to always couple the words 
"conspiracy" and "theory" together; never once men 
tioning any of the hard evidence of conspiracy in 
any of the four major cases. The "Time" policy and 
article, according to Jerry Policoff. was commanded 
from the very top, above the level of Hedley Dono 
van. /8/ 

The fine hand of David Belin can easily be seen 
in He "iime" article. All of the old 1964 defenses 
against a conspiracy argument are trotted out 
again, as though they are brand new. It is unlikely 
that anyone in America under the age of 30 will buy 
any of the pap in the "Time” article. Buy then, we 
have all come to realize how little power peo P^ 
under the age of 30 really have in the U.S. Time . 
CBS and others are aiming their material at the 
older citizens and the power groups in America. 

The Forces of Good vs. the Forces of Evil: 

A Life and Death Struggle 

navid Belin: Belin also shows up recently in sev- 
eral places. He constructed a new CIA-White House 
base on behalf of his superiors, by personally writ 
ing most of Chapter 19 of the Rockefeller Report on 
the CIA and the FBI. That material is now being 
used by Belin and others to try and shore up the 
Warren Commission defenses. 

The reader may ask, "Why then did Belin appear 
on "Face the Nation" on November 23, 1975 and get 
himself on the front page of the New York Times on 
the same day. proposing the reopening of the JFK 
rase?" /9/ The answer lies in Belin s own expiana 
tion. He wants America to see that a new investiga- 
tion will confirm the findings of the Warren Com- 
mission, thereby strengthening America s faith in 
its government. It's enough to make you sick. _Just 
how did Belin manage to get on Face the Nation and 
on page one of the New York Times? To answer that, 
you must analyze the life and death struggle that 
is now going on between the forces of evil who want 
to continue the cover-ups, and the forces of good 
who want to expose the truth. Senators Richard 
Schweiker and Gary Hart, the Church Committee s sub- 
committee looking into the JFK assassination are 



not the push-overs that Mark Lane, Harold Weisberg 
and others once were. There are also Henry B. Gon- 
zalez, Thomas Downing and their new resolutions in 
the House, not to mention Don Edward s sub-committe , 
Bella Abzug's sub-committee and several others to 
contend with. 

The evil forces need to muster the strongest, 
counterattack possible at this stage. For them it 
truly is a matter of life and death. So they have 
rounded up David Belin, Joseph Ball, Wesley Liebeler, 

John J. McCloy. Dr. John Lattimer, the old Ramsey 
Clark panel of doctors who went secretly into the 
Archives in 1968 (Clark must be very embarrassed 
about that one. by now), plus some of the coterie 
of writers who were in their camp in the lVbU s. 

"I've Seen No New Evidence" 

Anv doubts about Belin’s being recruited for his 
present task by Ford and the White House disappeared 
with Gerald Ford's press conference on Wednesday, 
November 26. 1975. A reporter asked Ford whether he 
would support reopening the JFK investigation. /9A/ 

He said "I, of course, served on the Warren Com- 
mission’. And I know a good deal about the hearings 
and the committee report, obviously. There are some 
new developments - not evidence - but new develop- 
ments that, according to one of our best staff mem- 
bers (David Belin), who's kept up to date on it more 
than I, that he thinks just to lay those charges 
(of conspiracy) aside that a new investigation ought 
to be undertaken. He. at the same time, said that 
no new evidence has come up. If those particular 
developments could be fully investigated without re- 
opening the whole matter that took us 10 months to 
conclude, 1 think some responsible group or organiza- 
tion ought to do so. But not to reopen all of the 
other aspects because I think they were thoroughly 
covered by the Warren Commission. 

Thus Ford, in one of his own inimitable style 
paragraphs, tried to give the impression that he was 
following the lead of David Belin, rather than the 
other way around, in the continuing cover-up efforts. 
Earl Warren was always saying. "I've seen no new evi- 
dence " Ford, Belin and the rest are forced to echo 
this refrain, as though all of the things that have 
been learned since 1964 about the real assassins of 
John Kennedy and their planners and backers, are 
false rumors or stories and theories created out of 
whole cloth by the researchers, and noW by Congress.

Pure Coincidence? 

The New York Times: One CIA-White House lackey 

is ji^TPhilan, formerly a freelance writer for the 
old "Saturday Evening Post". Phelan was brought out 
of mothballs to do a pro-Warren Commission piece m 
the New York Times Sunday magazine section. /U/ 

By pure coincidence, it happened to appear on 
same day that Belin' s arranged interview was found 
on page one. The Times is one of the worst, if not 
thewrst, news media organization, on the evil side 
of the battle. 

An article in the July 1971 issue of "Computers 
and Automation" / 12/ shows that the CIA control of the 
Times has for years been directed through Harding 
Bancroft, the Secret Team member there. He control- 
led and still controls all stories and editorial 
positions on domestic assassinations. He undoubted- 
ly arranged for both stories to appear on the same 

day . 
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CBS: Cover-Up Broadcasting System 

CBS Control : The CBS situation is a little less 
clear. The Belin appearance on the CBS show, "Face 
the Nation", was no doubt timed to nearly coincide 
with the first two parts of the new CBS whitewash 
series. The third and fourth parts have been an- 
nounced but not scheduled, to cover the RFK, King 
and Wallace cases. The new name for CBS is Cover- 
Up Broadcasting System. The men at the top made the 
decisions in 1967 and 1975 to support the Warren 
Commission and Leslie Midgeley carried them out. In 
1967 the entire program format was changed by top 
management from pro-conspiracy to pro-Warren Commis- 
sion in the last ten days before the first show went 
on the air. /13/ In 1975, there was never any doubt 
about the conclusions. Midgeley and Co. started 
out with the lone assassin thesis and, as the Warren 
Commission did, merely sought witnesses, experts and 
explanations that would back it up, while totally 
ignoring everything else. 

The CIA's man at CBS who controls this policy is 
not known. However, personal experiences and con- 
tacts within the organization by the author, lead to 
the conclusion that it is someone below the level of 
William C. Paley and above the level of Midgeley. 

That only leaves Richard Salant and one or two other 
possibilities. .Midgeley himself is not intelligent 
enough to be the Secret Team member. Salant is 
known to have had intelligence connections through 
the decades since World War II. He will do as Secret 
Team member prime suspect until someone else comes 
along. 

Too Perfect Timing 

' CBS and the New York Times are sometimes orches- 
trated together by the evil forces. One example is 
the preview by the Times on November 24 of the CBS 
shows that were scheduled to appear on November 25 
and 26. /14/ This article by John J. O’Connor is a 
sort of reverse psychology strategy by the top man- 
agements of both organizations, used to reinforce 
each other's pro-Warren Commission policies. To 
quote O'Connor, "In bringing some facts to bear on 
the feverish speculation, CBS News is less sensation- 
al but more telling." This is a reference to those 
sensationalists, David Susskind and Geraldo Rivera 
on Channel 5 in New York, and ABC, who the Times be- 
lieves are providing no facts, only fiction in dis- 
puting the lone assassin conclusion. 

Just how did O'Connor and the New York Times get 
a look at the CBS shows at least two days in advance, 
when other publications and reviewers had to wait 
and watch it with all of us. There goes the orches- 
tration again. The timing is just too perfect. 

"Read the Times piece and don't watch the shows be- 
cause the conclusions are already presented." Or, 
"watch the shows and reaffirm your faith in the 
Times, CBS, Walter Cronkite and Dan Rather. In the 
process, as Belin suggests, reaffirm your faith in 
your government and the Warren Commission, the Rocke- 
feller Commission, Ford, Belin, and you might throw 
in Henry Kissinger while you’re at it." 

Newsweek Editorial Position: 

Schweiker, Hart and Gonzalez Misted by Kooks 

Washington Post-Newsweek : The Washington Post- 
Newsweek situation is a little more obscure. It is 
difficult to believe that Catherine Graham, owner of 
both publications, is a Secret Team member. The 
Newsweek story on the JFK assassination, published 
in the issue of April 28, 1975 / 15/ , was not as 
blatantly pro-Warren Commission as the Time article. 



Yet, it left the impression with the readers of News- 
week that editorial position would regard the resear- 
chers as kooks who have misled or talked Senator 
Schweiker and Representatives Gonzalez and Downing 
into the wrong attitudes. "Oswald did fire the 
shots," is the Newsweek message. Individuals at 
Newsweek, like Evert Clark, do not really believe 
this, so where does the pressure come from; Mrs. 

Graham herself, or Benjamin Bradlee at the Post, or 
someone else near the top of Newsweek? Certainly 
at the Post, with reporters like Bernstein and Wood- 
ward, and Haynes Johnson who has now moved into man- 
agement, it seems strange that they would support 
the Warren Commission. Yet, the Post editorially 
has done just that ever since 1964. As truth-seek- 
ing as they seem to be on nearly all other issues 
of the day, the Post remains adamant in its contin- 
uing contention that lone madmen assassinated our 
three domestic leaders and attempted to assassinate 
Wallace. 

Eliminate Areas of Doubt 

Researcher Jim Blickenstaff , disturbed by the 
Newsweek article in April, wrote to the editors. 
Madelein Edmundson replied for them. "It was cer- 
tainly not our aim to discredit those who doubt the 
conclusions of the Warren Commission or to express 
opposition to a reopening of the investigation of 
John F. Kennedy's assassination.” 

Yet, Newsweek did just exactly that, and, in ef- 
fect, took the same editorial position they had 
taken in May, 1967, when the CIA lackey, Hugh Aynes- 
worth, was doing their dirty work. (Aynesworth is 
now doing the CIA’s dirty work, supporting the War- 
ren Commission, for the Dallas Times Herald.) The 
new position in favor of reopening the investigation 
is the one taken by Belin. It is expressed best by 
Harrison Salisbury, the man at the New York Times 
who really knew better. In Newsweek Salisbury is 
quoted as saying, about his New York Times investiga- 
tion, "A new investigation is needed to answer ques- 
tions of major importance. We will go over all the 
areas of doubt and hope to eliminate them.” 

UPI: Accessory After the Fact 
in JFK Conspiracy Cover-Up 

UPI: AP and UPI have not recently repeated their 
1967-68 performances in which they sent out on their 
news service wires the longest stories ever broad- 
cast in that manner. They were so long, they were 
divided into installments. The stories backed up 
the Warren Commission and attacked the researchers, 
and especially Garrison. UPI. of course, became 
in effect an accessory after the fact in the JFK 
conspiracy cover-up effort, by suppressing the ori- 
ginal color 8mm films by Marie Muchmore and Orville 
Nix. They went even further by employing Itek Corp. 
to prove there was no one on the grassy knoll using 
the Nix film. 

In July, 1975, a UPI alumnus! Maurice Schonfeld, 
published an article /16/, which less vehemently, 
but nevertheless subtly, contended once again that 
one of the riflemen on the knoll who can be seen in 
the original Nix color film, was either an illusion 
or if he was there, did not have a rifle. 

UPI is still keeping the original Nix film locked 
up tight. No one is permitted access to it. The 
Church committee and Schweiker sub-committee may some 
day subpoena the film, but at the moment it is un- 
available. 
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"Expert" Opinions 

Itek: Itek, on the other hand, is still at work, 
helping out their friendly employers, the U.S. gov- 
ernment and the CIA. They popped up on the CBS pro- 
gram in November. 1975. analyzing the Zapruder film 
and the Hughes film and giving ’’expert" opinions 
that all the shots came from Oswald s alleged sixth 
floor v.indow. One favor Rees Schonfeld did for re- 
searchers, perhaps unwittingly, in his Columbia 
Journalism article, was state that two officials of 
Itek, Howard Sprague (no relation to author) and 
Franklin T. Lindsay were and always have been CIA 
Secret Team members. So when Ford, Belin and Salant 
or whoever at CBS needed help, all they had to do 
was call upon good old Itek and Howard Sprague. 

(Frank Lindsay has since departed.) 

AP: Faithful to White House and CIA 

AP- Associated Press has been completely silent 
edilorially , since 1968-69. They have faithfully 
broadcast all of the White House-CIA cover or plan- 
ted stories, without comment. 

Keeping the Lid On 

Los Angeles Times : The Los Angeles Times, con- 
trolled by Norman Chandler, who in turn is strongly 
influenced by the Ford administration, the CIA, and 
Evelle Younger, the attorney general of California, 
has produced a complete cover-up effort in the Rob- 
ert Kennedy assassination conspiracy. Younger, of 
course, was D.A. in Los Angeles County when RFK was 
killed. He and Ed Davis, L. A. Police Chief, teamed 
up with Joseph Busch, assistant D.A. , to cover up 
the conspiracy evidence. The Times, for a short, 
unguarded period, allowed reporter Dave Smith to pub- 
lish the truth about the assassination. This stopped 
in 1974, after A1 Lowenstein stirred up a lot of new 
interest in the case among Vincent Bugliosi, Baxter 
Ward, Thomas Bradley, and finally Govenor Pat Brown. 

Younger used his influence over Chandler to shut 
off the fow of information through the L.A. Times. 
Chandler, who was a big contributor to Nixon, un- 
doubtedly was strong-armed by both Nixon and Ford to 
support the position of the Los Angeles police and 
the D.A.'s office. Ronald Reagan and his immediate 
deputy at the time of the major cover-up effort in 
1972-74 also helped sway Chandler and others in 
California to keep the lid on. 

Zapruder Film Shown on Two Occasions 

ABC: American Broadcasting Corp. may be the first 
of the three networks to break away from the CIA- 
White House control. In the spring of 1975, after 
Robert Groden, Dick Gregory, Ralph Schoenman and 
Jerry Policoff decided to release and publicize a 
clear, color, enlarged, stop-action copy of the Zap- 
ruder film, the ABC show, "Good Night, America" with 
Geraldo Rivera as host, showed the film on two occa- 
sions. Rivera may have made this move against the 
wishes of top ABC management. Rumor had it during 
the summer months that he was in hot water with high 
level people. All doubts about ABC’s position dis- 
appeared when they broadcast an assassination special 
during the week of November 17, 1975, supporting the 
lone assassin myth. 

"Conspiracy Fever" 

Commentary : One surprising newcomer to the cover- 
up conspiracy group is "Commentary”. A normally 
liberal, open-minded, non-government magazine. Com- 
mentary broke their pattern in the October, l.io 



issue. / 17/ They published an article by a Mr. Cohen 
from Brandeis University which severely attacks the 
researchers as paranoid conspiratorialists who ima- 
gine all of the four assassination conspiracies, 
plus many more. This too is a favorite strategy of 
the Belin, Ford, CIA cover-up group. The word is 
that a peculiar "conspiracy fever” has hit the young 
people of America. They see conspiracies everywhere. 

My Lai, Pueblo, Songmy, Vietnam, Pentagon Papers, 
Watergate, Post Office, CIA and FBI surveillance, 

IRS spies, COINTEL, J. Edgar Hoover's conspiracy 
against Martin Luther King, the conspiracies against 
the Black Panthers, the murders of Malcolm X and 
Fred Hampton, the CIA conspiracies to assassinate all 
of those foreign leaders; and on and on. 

Now with Cohen, all of those things are true, but 
when the researchers begin to claim conspiracies in 
the assassinations of the Kennedys and King and the 
attempt on Wallace, and conspiracies to cover up the 
four conspiracies; then we have a rampant disease 
taking over the land. This article has been repub- 
lished in several other places in November, 1975, as 
part of the orchestrated campaign by the CIA-White 
House. Cohen and others like him on the psychiatric 
kick, analyzing the researchers, should be thrown 
into the snake pit along with those other CIA lackeys 
like Renus Hartogs, who psychoanalyzed Lee Harvey 
Oswald after he died to see why he killed John 
Kennedy. 

A Straight News Story 

U.S. News and World Report : U.S. News may be one 
of the few media publications to change positions. 

They have not expressed an editorial stance as yet, 
but on September 15, 1975, they ran a story titled, 
"Behind the Move to Reopen the JFK Case”. It was a^ 
straight news story about Senator Richard Schweikei s 
efforts and a list of uncovered evidence raising new 
questions. The article closes with, "Numerous Ameri- 
cans who long have doubted the Warren Commission con- 
clusions will be watching what the Senate does with 
his (Schweiker’s) idea." That is as close as any of 
the 15 organizations have come to saying they believe 
the Warren Commission was wrong. 

A Breath of Fresh Air 

Saturday Evening Post : Like a breath of fresh air 
from the heartland of America in Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana, the revived Saturday Evening Post (Bobbs-Merri 11 
subsidiary) has taken an editorial stance. The Post 
not only published several strong articles on the 
assassinations bui also called for reopening all of 
the cases, called for the support of the Gonzalez- 
Downing resolutions, and offered a sizable reward for 
information leading to conviction of the murderers 
of John F. Kennedy. /18/ Thus the Post joined the 
ranks of the National Enquirer, National Tattler, 
National Insider, Playboy, Penthouse, Gallery, Gene- 
sis and other publications of this type, plus nearly 
all the underground newspapers in calling for new 
investigations. 

CIA Operatives are Serving as Journalists 
For News Organizations Abroad 

Variety : Surprisingly, Variety, on November 12, 
1975, published an article on the House and Senate 
Intelligence Committees’ suspicions about relation- 
ships between the CIA and broadcasting organizations. 
/ 19 / Variety says the committees are probing the 
CIA's influence on the media organizations, particu- 
larly management connections. "A central issue in 
the investigations is reports of financial dealings 
with the CIA and media firms with extensive overseas 
staffs ."
